Although every, precaution ought to bo 
taken to discourage a reckless and 
vexatious resort to the Small Cause 
division of the Supreme Court on: the 
part. of- unprincipled Chinese, wo are 
most decidedly of opinion that the freest, 
fullest, and moat intelligent idea of the 
rights of litigants should prevail amongst. 
the native community, Although we 
deprecate the tendency to make. the 
Chineso the governing element in this 
Colony before they can understand their 
duties, it is quite right that they should 
obtain as full protection as is given to 
any’ other residents; and in this connec- 
tion we believe that Mc Hennessy has 
tried to serve them, In regard to the 
“details “of Court matters, the~ best’ pro |, 
tection that can- possibly be given toa 


| Chinaman is to clearly. understand what 


ho is paying money for, when any fees 
or other expenses are demanded. This 
will not be for a moment’ denied, when 
the native system of so-called Justice is 
borne in remembrance, . A Chinaman 
will nearly always entertain: the im- 
pression that he is “buying” Justice, 
when he pays a fee of any kind; and it 


is therefore all the more necevsary that | 


he should know exactly for’ what pur- 
pose any fee charged is. levied,’ The 
posting of notices, therefore, in the Court 
for the benefit of Chinese suitors is a step: 
in the right direction ; but'a matter of 
vital importance such ad the point raised 
by Mr Francis should be placarded ll 
over the city, 80 that no doubt whatever 
should. remain in the native mind as to 
the perfect. honesty and exact amount of 
all f'es and other charges demanded in 
the course of legal proceedings. 

The case of the. two chair-coolies who 
sued the man Cadwallader appears to 
have beén a very hard one, The coolies 
could ‘neither get paid, nor. discover the 
name of the person who employed them. 
Mr Cadwallader was in hourly expecta- 
tion of remittances which never came to 
hand, ‘as is, but too frequently the case 
in these hard times; aud the - chair- 
coolies’ claim gradually increaged to 
$32.22. By an. accident tho defendant's 
pame was obtained by the native bearers, 
and a summons was issued, for which 
$1.05 was paid. ‘Defendant seoma to 
have been adroit. enough’ to. avoid the 
Bailiff and his friends, for, when execu- 
tion was issued against bit, difficulties 
appeared on all sides in the way of his 
arrest, When the poor .coolies thought 
they were at“last sure of their hard- 
earned wages, they found ‘that: $2. were 
snecessary to obtain a warrant, . This

An able seaman named William White, 
belonging to the British barque Hime, was 
brought before Mr Justice Wilkinson a week 
or two ago charged with having violently 
assaulted the Captain of his vessel_at the 
gates of the British Consulate. Finding 
that he was a subject of the United States, 
his Worship sent him to the Amerioan Con~ 
sulate for trial. ‘Tho interesting point then 
arose whether an American subject, or the 
subject of any country who stood on the 
articles of a British ship, could not be tried 
ina British court of justice: If he could 
not, ho had merely to get leave to go on 
shore to place himeclf beyond the. reach 
of the English authorities. The United 
Btates Consul-General apparently thought 
ho could be tried ‘at the British Consulate, 
and some delay arose in disposing of the 
case of the man while the matter was being” 
considered. Mr Justice Wilkinson, how- 
ever, came to the conclusion, we believe, 
that he. had better be tried by Mr Bailey, 
and he received a sontence of thirty days’ 
imprisonment with hard labour.

THE $8.8. AMOY AND 4 JUNK. 


FINDING OF THE COURT OF ENQUIRY.

‘Tue finding of the Marine Court appoihted 
to enquire into the circumstances attend- 
ing the collision between the British 
|Steamship Amey, Official Number 68,490, 
and the Hongkong Licensed Fishing Junk 
No. 1645, is published in the Gazette. It

We find that the Hongkong Licensed 
Fishing Junk, No. 1646, owned by Ho Shun 
Hoi, was ron, inte and capsized by the 
British Steamship Amoy, Official No..68,490 
George Hermann Drewes, Master, between 
jl and 12 p.m. of ‘the 2nd Ootober, 1879, 
while the said vessels were about 20 miles 
W.S.W. of Chelang point, causing the total 
losp of the. junk and also: the death by 
drowning of,—Ho.

that I am advised that, if there had been 
no sach settlement, the parties aggrieved 
would probably recover in our Vice-admir- 
alty Court a larger sum. .

The performance last night wns for the 
benefit of Signor Bergamaschi, and the 
publio showed their appreciation of that 
gentlemav’s groat abilities aa actor and 
vocalist, by honoring hiu: with a well-fiuled 
house. The piece chosen for representa- 
tlon, Rossini’s comic opera “Il Barbiere di 
Siviglia,” was happy hit, and proved an 
almost unqualified success, tho whole: of 
the pérformers being well up in their 
roles, and fairly able to do. the opera 
justice, We have previously expressed the 
opinion that the members of Signor Cagli’s 
compiny would be found. better exponents 
of the lighter class of operatic pieces than 
of such heavy and impressive music as 


generally characterizes the tragic opera, and 
this opinion has beon fully eudorsed by 
the same artistes who failed fn Faust 
achieving a brilliant success in Rossini’s 
sparkling comedy: 

Tl Barbiere was firat produced at ‘he 
Theatre Argentina, Rome, at the Carnival 
fo 1816, and has thus re‘ained its great 
popularity for over sixty years. Nevera 
season pisses in London without several 
representations of this charming opera, and 
itis rather a singular fact that Adelina 
Pattl, the fiest of operatic vocalists as she 
is the greatest operatic tragedionne on the 
stage, should have scored some of her 
|. greatest successes in the comic character of 
Rosina. ‘ # 

The action of the comedy lies in Seville, 
and we append a brief reaume of the inter- 
esting argument, .
